In 1860 
stabbed his brother Cruz to death at 
Nicasio. 2. Stabbed an Indian named 
Jose Viego to death. 3. In 1866 
killed an Indian named Whisky Bill, 
tor which he was arrested and ac- 
quitted. 4. Killed an Indian, name 
unk uon, in Mendocino county. 5. 
Last year he and another Indian kick- 
ed a Chinaman to death near Sebasto- 
— 6. April 19, 1879, killed Pau! 
eger. 

Father Lerda, the priest, Who was 
with Salvador in his last hours, says 
that the murderer had fully repented 
and the priest thought Salvador pre- 
pared to meet the Savior in the next 
world.” 

From Father Lerda's point of view, 
Salvador, in taking leave of the world, 
had a decided advantage ever his last 
victim. Rieger could have had no 
special preparation for death as he 
was shet without a moment's warn- 
ing. 1

A COMSTOCK CASF. 


Henry Watt was prowling about 
the wirks of the Hale & Norcross 
Friday morning at a very early 
hour.

The watchman, Henry Hathrell, shot 
him, believing him a thief. 
has been arrested on à charge of as- 
sault with intent to kill. 

Last winter in Oakland a watchman 
saw a man looking into a window of a 
bank about midnight. The watch- 
man tried to arrest him but the man 
took the watchman fora robber and 
run away. The watchman fired, 
woundiog the fugitive in the heel. 
He proved to be a respectable. citizen 
who was merely looking into the 
bank to ascertain the time by the 
large clock which hung there in the 
light. 

Policemen are not jastified in firing 
ata man upon mere suapicion. A 
court not long since gave a decision 
to that effect. There is too much 
clabbiog and pistoling done by po- 
licemen. The abuse of power by the 
police of New York is notorious. It 
is there a common thing fora _ ruffiao 
in uniform to club a good citizen who 
may Offend him. 

The practice of firing at a supposed 
criminalisan abuse, and should be 
stopped. Very likely the man that 
Hathrell shot was a thief. But had 
Mackay or Fair been prowling about 
and got shot, what a fuss would be 
made about it! 


EDITORIAL NOTES. 


Itis not .often that ministers are 
shot. Still more exceptional is it for 
& minister to be shot by his wife. Yet 
the ‘Rev. Dexter L. Lounsbury, an 
Episcopal clergyman of Stratford, 
Conn., ‘died by his wife's band last 
week. She shot him through the 
head as he lay in bod asleep. She says 
she does not know why she killed him. 
They had been married over twelve 
years and had a danghter eleven years 
old. Mrs. Lounsbury was a confirm- 
ed invalid, but had never shown any 
signs of mental weakness. The coro- 
ner's jury gave a verdict that the act 
was committed during a temporary 
derangement of the mind, occasioned 
by disesso. 

What a very dangerous form of in- 
sanity this “temporary derangement’ 
is.

Chisolm was so astonished that she 
hardly knew what action to take, but 
drank the wine without resenting the 
insult.

| An Inexhaustible Supply in the Millie

The great want of California, at cer 
tain seasons, is water. At times it is 
indespensable. If it comes not, vege- 
tation withers, stock dies and the 
| farmer is rained. Water is life,wealth, 
| prosper y, everything. And yet the 
erust of the earth is a great reservoir 
of the precious fluid. However 
parched the surface, dig a little, it is 
cool, damp, moist, wet, and finally 
the water is there in abundance. Ca- 
2 attraction draws it up from be- 

ow, from lakes, rivers, seas, until the 
whole surface of the earth is full of it. 
It climbs the mountains, or perhaps, 
rather, they retain what falls upon. 
them by the same capilliary attraction. 
And thereby hangs a tale: a usefub 
tale; a tale with millions in it; a tale 
that will eventually add immensely to 
the wealth and greatness of California. 
It is not known to all, but it should 
be, that wherever there is a mountain 
of any considerable height and extent, 
it is full of water. If you have a farm 
near it, or land that will make a farm; 
if you want water for heuse, stock, 


garden, orchard, or any other purpose,

and you will generally get an abund- 
ant supply. Begin a tunnel high 
enough in the mountain side to run 
over the top of your house. Go in 
nearly on a level, and in a little 
while the water will be dripping all 
round you, and will run to your home, 
sweet, pure and cool as mountain dew. 
You bleed the hill as it were. You 
cent the veins and capilliary vessels, 
and they drop the nectar you desire. 
Of course it will cost money. But not 
much. In soft ground balfa dollar a 
foot, and if there is no hard rock, a 
dollar at most. Two or three hundred 
feet will indicate the result, and hav- 
ing once found the water, the more 
you, dig, the more you have. A thous 
eet would rarely fail of a good 
supply.

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AN INDIAN FAIR. 


The Chippewa Indians Make a Very 
Creditable Exhibits

Of the numerous agricultural and 
industrial fairs held during the pres- 
ent month, none has been more sig- 
nificant or typieal,of progress than 
that of the Chipp@wa Indians, which 
took place on Thursday last at White 
Earth reservation. There were shows 
of horses and cattle; of grain and 
vegetables; of butter, cheese, maple 
sugar and syrap, bread and cake, pre- 
serves and pickles; of rag carpets, 
reed mats, moccasins, quilts, bark 
work and mittens. The majority of 
the judges were Iediana. Thus, 
among the judges of stallions and 
brood mares figured Waw-Waw, Me- 
ke-Sence, and May-shaw-ke-ge-shick ; 
among the experts im hogs, sheep aad 
poultry, were . Say-cah-se-gey ard 
Wah-ge-ge-shuh ; the decision on bulls, 
cows and oxen, was largely imtrusted 
to May-taw-noush, Moh-kah-ge-wenk, 
and Wen-ge-mah-dub; while Mrs. 
Bay-ke-wah-noneh was one ef those 
who pronounced on the merits of 
dairy and kitchen preduets. There 
were premiums in all these classes, 
ranging from $5 to fifty cents. There 
was a prize for the breaking plough 
in best condition after two or more 
years’ use;” prizes for the farmers 
who did the greatest amount of break- 
ing this year; a prize for the one cul- 
tivating the most acres with Jeast ex- 
tense to the Government; and a prize 
to the one owning the most farm tools 
in the best condition. The judges in 
the farming class were Tay-eum e-ge- 
chick, Bay-bom, Me-a0-ge-shick, Jos. 
Broad, Zane H. Beaulieu, and J. A.

There 
are numbers of well authenticated 
cases on record, the most remerkable 
of which is that of the Countess Cor- 
nelia de Baudi Cesenati, of Verona, in 
1831. This case furnished Dickens 
with a precedent for the death of 
Krook in “Bleak Honse.” I was per- 
senally acquainted with the party con- 
sumed at Lorenzo, and judging from 
what I know of the habits and uli- 
arities of Carrie C. Noyle, I do not 
hesitate to say that combustion ensu- 
ed through contact with the flame of 
a match.” 


A subscriber writes that the Crystal 
Peak Lumber Company run the saw- 
dust down the flume from Deg Valley 
mill and dump it into the river. The 
presence of saw dust has often de- 
stroyed the fish in streams and is at 
all times dangerous. The principal 
reason is that it covers up the spawn- 
ing beds, which, on the Truckee river, 
were never any too plentiful. A very 
few dollars of expense would run the 
sawdust from the mill into dumps 
near at hand instead of allewing it to 
go into the main flame. The trouble 
with the Crystal Peak Company is 
that they are very short of water, and 
find it hard enough to get their mate- 
rial ont without any going to waste, 
as it would if the sawdust was carried 
off by itself.

The Indian War. 


Full Report of the Battle at Milk 
River, 


The Walking Match—Massachusetts 
Politics—An Indian Runner's News 


—Massacre of an Indian Agent—The 
Killed and Wounded at Milk River. 


CHEYENNE, Wyoming, Oct. 8.—A 
courier from the front brings the fol- 
lowing from an officer with Payne's 
command: Battlefield, Milk river, 
Col., Oct. 3, 6 r. u. Courier will 
leave some time to-night with dis- 
patch if possible. Indians still sur- 
round us aod pour in an effective fire 
from commanding cliffs at a distance 
of five or six hundred yards, having a 
cross fire upon eur position, which 
position was chosen hastily on first 
day of fight. All our horses and all 
but 12 mules have been kil'ed. We 
sheltered them as best we could with 
wagons, but tone purpose. Captain 
Dodge aod Dr. Hughes, with Co. D, 
9th cavalry, came to our rescue yes- 
terday morning at daybreak, afler a 
forced night’s march of 35 miles from 
Bear river. Cheer upon cheer rent 
the air from our trenches when it was 
seen who was coming. A lull in the 
firing enabled them to come and 
shelter their horses as well as possible, 
taking to the fortifications quickly, 
when attack redoubled its fury. Had 
the heights been accessible, Captain 
Dodge would have charged them with 
his company, while ve covered him 
from our rifle pits, but this being 
utterly impossible, the ascent being 
nearly perpendicular, all we could do 
during theday was to keep a good 
lookout from the loop holes and re- 
turu the fire when any Indian showed 
his head. This, however, wasa very 
rare occurrence, as the Indians have 
rifle pits and loop holes. 


EVERY HORSE SHOT DOWN. 


Before dark every horse but three of 
Captain Dodge’s command had been 
shot down. A very fortunate thing for 
us has been that the Indians have left 
us unmolested at night, with the ex- 
ception of an occasional shot to make 
us scatter to our pits. We have been 
able at great risk to haul off our dead 
animals every night, otherwise the 
stench would be intolerable. A sally 
is made every night for water, a dis- 
tance of two hundred yards from our 
entrenchments. Night before last 
private Erzer, of Co. F was shot in the 
face while out with a party after 
water. The Indians were only a few 
yards away and were driven off by a 
volley from the guard and trenches. 
Captain Dodge brought us cheering 
news that our dispatches sent a 
few days ago reached Bear river 
and would undoubtedly reach Raw- 
lions. We have been counting the 


mand still (ists. The news creates a 


hours which it will probably take for 


relief to reach us. We all agree that 
Gen Merrill from Fort Russell, with 
the companies from the 5th cavalry 
there and all other available troops 
will be ordered ta our rescue, as they 
will all be seeded to finish the cam- 
paign. The fieldof battle was ad- 
mirably chosen for defense by the In- 
dians, and had it not been for Majer 
Thoroburgh’s advance guard, com 
manded by Lieutenant Cheney, dis- 
covering tne ambuscade the entire 
command would have been annihi- 
lated. j 
THE OPENING OF THE FIGPT. 

The Indians were dismounted 
asd lying down along the crest of a 
high steep ridge. The two 
companies were withdrawn a 
short distance, dismounted, and de- 
ployed in line of battle, with orders to 
await the attack of the Indians, Lieut. 
Cheney was here ordered by Thoru- 
burgh to make a reconnvissance. 
Cheney thoved out at a gallop with 
his men. He approached to within a 
few hundred yards of the Indians. A 
shot was fired at him, wounding a 
man of bis party and killing his horse. 
This was the first shut, and was in- 
stantly followel by a volley from the 
Indians. Work had now begun in 
real earnest, and seeing the advantage 
of the position he then held, Cheney 
dismounted his men and deployed 
along the crest of the hill. The two 
companies in advance were Capt. 
Payne's Fifth Cavalry and Capt. Law- 
son's Company ef Third Cavalry, 
which were dismounted and deployed 
as skirmishers. Seeing that the In- 
dians were concentrating to cut off 
his retreat, Capt. Payne was ordered 
to charge the hill, which he did in 
gallant style, his horse being shot 
under him, and several of his 
men wounded. Major Thornburgh 
then gave orders to Cheuey to hold his 
position and cever Captaiu Lawson's 
retreat. Cheney called for volunteers 
of 20 men who respond promptly and 
fought with desperation. Their names 
will be given in a later dispatch, as 
NEARLY EVERY MAN WAS WOUNDED 
before he reached camp, and two were 
killed. Cheney brought every wound- 
ed man with him. Captain Lawson 
displayed the greatest coolness and 
courage during the retreat. Thorn- 
burgh started back to the wagon train 
and must have been shot dead when 
barely half way there, as his body was 
afterwards seen with life extinct, and 
lying on his face. Captaio Lawson, 
then ia command, at once set about 
having wounded horse shot for breast- 
works, dismantling wagons of boxes, 
bundles of bedding, corn, and flour- 
sacks. Meantime a galling fire was 
concentrated upon the command from 
all the surrounding bluffs and dealt 
fearful destruction among horses aod 
men. The groans of the dying and 
the agonizing cries of the wounded 
told what fearful havec was being 
made among the determined and des- 
perate command. The red devils at 
the begining of the fight had set fire 
to the dry grass and sagebrush to the 
windward of our positien and it now 
came sweeping down towards us, the 
flames leaping high into the air. It 
was a sight to make the stoutest heart 
quail, and the flends were waiting te 
give usa volley as soou as we were 
driven from shelter. The flames were 
fought with blankets, etc. and at last 
passed our position, which we still hold, 
while a constawt fire pours upon us. 
Our greatest danger is now past. Men 
now have mostly covered themselves, 
but the poor horses aad mules are 
constantly falling about us. Just 
about sundown a charge was attempt- 
ed but repulsed, the Indians trying 
to drive off our horses which had 
breken loose. The attack ceased at 
dark. At daylight it was resumed 
and has been kept up every day sinee, 


to our pits in ascramble. This is the 
fifth day of our siege, but we are de- 
termined to hold out, if it takes a 
mouth fer succor to reach us. Total 
killed, 12; total wounded, 43. 
The Latest Frem White River. 

Los Pinos Acencry, Col., Oct. 18.— 
An Indian runner came through in 
eighteen hours from White river last 
night. He reports that the troops are 
still fighting, strongly jutrenched, and 
able to hold their position till ,rein- 
forcements arrive. During the fight- 
ing two Indians eatered the office and 
shot the agent through the head. The 
agency was attacked and the employ- 
ees took refuge ia the building, which 
was fired. The n.eu were shot in at- 
tempting to escape.

How Mark Twain Began His Literary 
Career. 


Mark Twain began life in Nevada 
asa miner. While working in the 
Aurora district he composed and sent 
ta the Virginia Enterprise what pur- 
ported to be a report of the Fourth of 
July oration of an Aurora orator. It 
began as follows: I am the son ofa 
revolutionary sire and was born bya 
revolutionary dam.” Goodman, at 
that time editor of the Enterprise, was 
struck with the humor of the produc- 
tion, and wrote to Twain, offcring him 
a place as reporter on the paper and 
better wages than the $4 a day that 
Twain was earning asa miner. Mark 
walked all the way from Aurora, and 
on his arrival in Virgioia went straight 
to the office of the Enterpris. He 
was a very dirty looking tramp when 
he entered the editorial room with his 
blankets strapped on his back and the 
dust of travel coating him from head 
to foot. It was always one of Twain's 
peculiarities never to change his man- 
ner, or his shirt for that matter, to 
suit occasions. His first words te the 
astonished staff were: ‘‘Damn my 
hide—if I ain't lousy then shoot me.” 
No one present was prepared to dis- 
pute the assertion, and Twain's lousi- 
ness at that period may be accepted as 
a historical fact. 

Twain soon got well acquainted on 
the Comstock, and in the columns of 
the Bnterprise frequently perpetrated 
jokes on some of the well known char- 
acters of Virginia. Shortly after his 
arrival the following advertisement 
appeared one morning, and ia one of 

wain's first newspaper jokes: 


FOUND. 


There was picked up in front of the 
Enterprise office this morning a large 
horse or mule shoe.

The following graphic description 
ofthe Alturas fire is contained in a 
private letter, under date of Septem- 
ber 27, from Judge Bowmer to his 
son in Reno: 


The fire occurred on the morning of 
the 23d instant, commencing at 1 
o'clock r. M., and in less en tro 
hours our town was a smouldering 
heap. Every business place except 
the printing office and two livery sta- 
bles was destroyed. Every residénee, 
except a few on the outskirts, also 
went. Many women and childrer 
barely escaped from their burning 
homes with nothing save their night 
clothes worn at the time—sume with 
not even a shoe or stocking left. It 
is estimated that at least one hundred 
thousand dollars’ worth of property 
was destroyed.

Both 
men were interested id a horse rate 
which is to take place ie Sutro to-day, 
and in talking the matter over got 80 
hot that Meserve struck Wheeler over 
the head with his lantern, extinyuish- 
ing the light. Wheeler immediately 
drew a knife and went for Meserve 
lively, kocking him down and slashing 
and stabbing him, until probably 
thinking he had killed him, he sprang 
upon his horse, without either saddle 
or bridle, and leftin a hurry. He 
was pursued by some of the citizens, 
but not ovértaken. The left side of 
Meserve's face and neck is horribly 
gashed from forehead to chin, and one 
slash of the knife barely missed the 
jugular vein. He has also a stab or 
two about the chest, but, altnough he 
bled profusely, none of his wounds 
are thought to be fatal, and unless 
erysipelas or some other averse con- 
dition should supervene, he will prob- 
ably recover. 

Obituary. 

Nathan Furst, who died so suddenly 
atthe Fair grounds Monday. was a 
pioneer on this coast. He came to 
Nevada in the early days of mining, 
and was one of the first men in White 


Pine, Eureka and other noted camps.

His father 
is a well-to-do resident of Cincinnati, 
where a brother of his is county clerk. 
The coroner's jury Monday night-fen- 
dered a verdict that the deceased died 
frem natural causes.

Bees that live in an or- 
chard make white huney early in the 
spring, a little darker as the blossoms 
gaiu age, darker still as they begin to 
fade and nearly black when the trees 
are in fruit. Sage brush, and particu- 
larly white sage brush, makes a pure, 
white honey of a wry delicate flavor.
